National A*soci»tion tor the Advance- 
ment of Colored People opened head- 
quarter* at Pythian Hall, 3137 Pine St, 
Thia association h*d direct charge of 
Iho light against the ordinanees. Mt*a 
liathryn U. Johnson, National Field 
Agent for th* association, wii hera and 
rendered vafhable asaietanco in the 
fight. 

The Colored votera, as a whole, voted 
against tho measure. Not a tingle ax*

and IStei, went jam by 13,073 majority. 
In Mayor Kiel's ward, the 15th, the 
yes majority was 1,355. In Kiel's own 
precinct the vote was 101 to £1 for 
segregation. John Sehmoll, chairman 

Of tha ltaputilLf.au City Committee lost 

his ward th* Uth, by n majority of 
3.S.15. flefcmotl'. precinct went 10 to 1, 

103 to IB for segregation. The west 
end minis, comprising the 23, £6, 27, 
28th, gave a majority or 8,247 for. 
The 37th ward alone voted 4,133 to 
304. In the £3rd ward, tbe Sth, 0th 
and 10th precincts went 107 for and 
SM against. The entire ward returned 
a majority of 701 for the measure. 

In the north and northwest wards, 
the lal, 2nd, 3rd, IStb, 21st, 2tth and 
25th, tho majority for was 10,7(15. The 
2Snd in which the Klleerdsvilte district 
is 1 united, voted 2,339 yes to 031 no. 
The fifth is a democratic ward, com- 
posed of Jewa, Negroes and foreigners. 
Stale Senator, Mike .Kinney, ia the 
democratic committeeman. He deliv- 
ered his ward against segregation, 510 
yes to S'l no. Tha vote in the 17th 
ward was 680 for and 1,078 againat, ?,' 
majority against of 082. The above 
figurea apply to the ordinance No. 1 
only. 

Unity Among Negroes 

The anti-segregation campaign dem- 
onstrated one fact that cannot pass 
unnoticed: Th? unity among the Ne- 
groes in Hghting the enemy. There 
was no shirking ot duty; everyone 
wa* keyed up to. the highest point of 
enthusiasm and action. Of course, 
there were some whose efforts were 
more conspicuous than others, but to 
mention names may be nn injustice. 
The men and women who worked day 
and night, silently but effectually; 
the automobile owners who loaned 
their cars aad their service - for dis- 
tribution of literature;: the churches 
and the'Bookar Washington Theatre 
that displayed huge streamera, and 
the lawyer* who rendered such vala- 
Hble legal aerviee; all without mone- 
tary eocnpenaation, but all for the 
common good, will . be wall remem- 
bered and justly rewarded

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COULDN'T KILL MULE 



Incident of tha Civil War Sho*s How 
Hard tt la ta Separata Govern- 
ment Pack Animal From 
Uncte Sam's Rations. 

Z. P. Kntchliaa, adjutant af Phil 
Sheridan poet Q. A. K. of Oak Park. 
111., tells the following experience 
with a government mule. Aa an army 
telegrapher Mr Hotcbklss was at- 
tach ad to the stab of General Can by 
In the final Mobile campaign. 

"Tho entire outfit for tha construc- 
tion of the arm; telegraph llnoa," aavs 
Mr. Hotchklaa, "waa carried oa the 
backa of torty pack muloa. A coll of 
half a mile of wire bung upon each 
aldo of the saddle. 

"There were all young operators, 
one from ' each corps, mounted on 
horeea. To these boys had bocu In- 
trusted the government cipher and 
knowledge of the advance movement 
of the troops. Thaae aeccata were safe, 
aa none ot tha young fellows ever be- 
trayed a (rust. 

"For the Mobile campaign the utiles 
ware drilled in the itreeta of Now 
Orleans to follow tha lead of tbe mule- 
teer or the horse of the chief opera- 
tor. 

"One day. while following In the 
rear of the army up the peninsula 
from Dauphlne Island, tbe entire train 
waa trailing along In the rear ot tho 
chief operator, who knew notblng 
about ocean tides, The reel mule. 
'Old Tobe.' from whose back was un- 
coiled the wire, waa In advance and 
followed his tender into aa arm of the 
Quit ot Mexico. The operator a horse 
was soon beyond hla depth and was 
swimming for shoal water when It was 
aoen that 'Old Tobe' had sunk beneath 
hli heavy load. Tbe muleteer swam 
bis horse to where tbe reel mule had 
gone down, and after diving ts-leo. 
came up gasping tar breath 

" Tho fool critter is walking toward 
the Spanish fort.' he said, 'hut I'll get 
him (his time, sum 1 - He dove again, 
and wttti his clasp knife cut tbe belly- 
band of tbe submerged mule and rid 
the animal of bis load. Old Tobe' 
floated la tho surface, abook tbe water 
from hla ears, waa towed ashore, 
pumped out, and a few hours later was 
again making the march for Hah river. 
Save for dragging a little. :v- shuwed 
little sign of his experience, but lie 
had been under water long enough to 
have killed anything but a government 
mule."

There lives In a small cily In one

She 
waa apparently about twenty years of 
age, and although sh9 was dark cox- 
plexloned and had beautiful black hair 
and eyes she did not podeosa the fen 
turns of an Indian. Anyway, the 
young man gave little thought to her 
nationality. It waa a case of love at 
drat Bight, and although his compan 
i<jns resumed their Journey tho follow- 
ing morning, thu young man remained 
to court the maiden, who It appeared 
waa the daughter of a chief He won 
her hand, and. according to Indian 
custom, paid the chief the purchase 
price of tho girl, 

Tho girl, according to the chief, waa 
not Indian, bul of -*hlto parentage. 
She had been adopted by the chief 
when she was a baby, her parents hav- 
ing been tilled by the Indians on one 
of their rslda against the frontier sot 
tlementa.

It 
was a slap in the face, delivered, in part, by many of our so-carted 
dear frienda. St. Louis seceded from tho great constellation of the 
anti-Jim Crow and anti-segregation cities, tit. Louis, the gem of the 
Middle West and the metropolis- of the Mississippi Valley, full in line 
in the retrogressive match of the backward cities, like Louisville. Bal- 
timore and Richmond. How, under such conditions, can she cipect 
to maintain her place as the fourth city of the great nation f Cleve- 
land docs not segregate, nor does Los Angeles, nor Pittsburgh. 

Now St. Louis has put the stigma on herself us a segregation city, 
which brings her down to the level of a backward city, or a Russian 
city, which makes no progress for a hundred years. Men of enterprise 
and means do not invest ta cities where caste predominates 

The Negro did his best to defeat segregation ; he cast a large vote 
but his white friends failed to come and aid him as was promised and 
expected.

nit leeaon closely fallows thai of 
Ust Sunday. There arc aoms battlM 
ot HI* that ara not fought with Qua 
or weapoaa. The bar who hold* hla 
tamper la Mora nam? (has tha ana 
who go-a tato a light simply to win. 
Paul te-Ua ui bow and what to fight 
(■(*. (:ii, Il>. Wo must abow the 
eebolara clearly tha two great bat- 
tlaa Steuben fought and the victory 
ho won aa dafwrthad to today 1 ! les- 
son. The ehargea nade against 
Stephea were nude hy "raise wit- 
aaaaaa." Ttata does not mean men 
who Indented falaa words, bat man 
who took isolated jtatenieais, distort- 
ed thorn and by Innuendo Died them 
tor their own «nda. Stephen waa 
Chanted with three thinis: (a) Blas- 
phemy against God (1:1141), (b) 
That he .had laid Jesus would return 
and destroy tha temple (8:14), (c) 
- TnK ho claimed that Jeaui would de- 
atroy or abrogate the law (6: It). Tbla 
g reat passage of Scripture Is so pro- 
foiuid and to clotely oonaected' that 
wo healtata In trying to separate It 
-Into divisions or section!. We much 
prefer to note the logical argument 
and presentation Stephen the Spirit- 
anointed deacon made to the Sanhe- 



I. Stephen's Oefenae. Steuben waa 
a Grecian I ted Jew, whose name 
nutans "o crown." He answered the 
chargea of these foreign accuiera, 
made before the Banhedrln, seriatim, 
Hla point oi contact waa to respect- 
fully remind the council that he 
waa an orthodox Jewlah believer and 
worshiper (v. i). He called the coun- 
cil "lien, brethren and father*." They 
were common believers and all were 
standing before the God-appointed 
leaders of Israel. Stephen In hla re- 
ply showed that he reverenced Ood 
and God e prophet Moses, thereby an- 
awering the Brat charge (v. 11), and 
while he reverenced the temple he 

- showed that It was not OBaeniial to 
worship (7.17:49). Thus last waa In 
answer to their second charge (frit). 
In answer to their third charge Ste- 
phen then turned upon his enemies 
and by direct and Indirect charges he 
convicted them of certain facts. In- 
directly, by skillful repetition of Jew- 
ish history, and a review of the 
prophets, he dlactosea the vacillation 
anil sinfulness of Ood'* chosen people 
(13, IS). Directly he accuaaa these 
leaden ot having been aubaervient to 
certain customa as being superior to 
the law they professed to obey. Ste- 
phen's accusers were, aa we have 
seen, from without Jerusalem (6:9. 
10), and bis Drat battle waa concern- 
ing the troth about Jesus. Bis second 
great battle, and one of bis ultimate 
victory, waa with theae avowed ene- 
mies of Jeans 16:11-8:3). I 

II. Stephen's Death. The real con- 
test of this occasion was Satan vs. 
the Holy Spirit. Stephen put to root 
these men from the foreign synagogue. 
hence the Jewlah authorities deter 
mined to take hold ot the problem 
themselves aod put a atop to this 
Christian teaching. Stephen's aud- 
den application ot tha Scripture to hla 
Judges caused Intense anger. Ha 
preached the ward of Ood In the dem- 
onstration ol the Holy Sptrtt, and aucti 
(.reaching always either produce* con- 
viction of sin, or aiae arouses anger 
st the preacher. These men could not 
deny the troth of bis accusation; they 
therefore turned upon htm in anger. 
Heine; "Mil of the Boty Spirit" la an 
abiding condition and Inevitably In- 
volved a conflict with Satan. It led 
Stephen to look op and not about 
him, and m hla boor of testing he saw 
a wonderful vision of heaven — "The 
glory of Ood and of Jeaua standing.'' 
Let us accept the testimony of this 
dying man aa a literal faei. This 
sight strengthened him for bib iniy t 

faring and for his witnessing. Death' 
hao no more terror for Stephen and 
ha waa faithful and steadfast to tha

The Secret 
of Peace

Martin Luther one* noticed n bird 
perched on a tree, resting for tha 
night. "That little 
bird.- he aabi, 
"has chosen its 
shelter and la 
about to go to 
aleep in trannuuV 
• dis- 
quietude, neither' 
does It consider 
where It shall real 
tomorrow night, 
but it sits la peso* 
on ,that slender 
branch, leaving it 
to ood to provide 
for it. Thus we 
ourselves refuse 
to trust In Ood, 
who ao far from 
willing our condemnation, baa given 
for oa hla Bon." The ten we have 
chosen makes clear the pathway to 
peace for human hearts. 

First, we are to b* "careful for 
nothing.' Tbla exhortation baa been 
misapplied by some. They are truly 
careful for nothing and think they 
have cast their care upon Ood. But 
those acquainted with all the circum- 
stances Inform us that they have only 
cast their carps apod their husbands 
or wives or friends, who must bear 
the burden for them. For such, peo- 
ple to *alk of troat in Qod la sneer 
hypocrisy. There la a proper sort or 
carefulness which ie commended of 
by SL Paul in the very epistle from 
which our text Is taken (Phlllpplana 
3:30). -T he rovlao d w ft w ian taafcoe-elaag 

the meaning of the apostle In our 
text by the translation, "He anxious for 
nothing." 

Again, we are to be prayerful about 
everything. Some good people are 
wise about what la written in thin 
regard. They tell ua we ahould pray 
only abVruT'rJiir'ituiir matters; put the 
text says "everything." The old reys- 
tlca even wont so tar aa to eay wo 
should have no desires, but should 
only pray. "Thy will be done." To 
say the least, thti would be very un- 
human, and we are glad to be as- 
sured by to* text that It ia not the di- 
vine, requirement. The Father wants 
us to tell out our hearts freely into 
hla ear. and we can see at once the 
relief this affords, and how it Is re- 
lated to our peace. Questions may 
arise aa to the need of telling Ood 
all when he knows all. Whether we 
can answer them or not the fact re- 
mains that we stb encouraged "In 
everything by prayer and amplica- 
tion," to make our requests known 
unto God. 

Henry Clay Trumbull was a very 
practical man, to whom prayer waa 
a reality. He believed that In lit- 
erally *Yerythlng he ahould make hla 
requeata known to God. On one occa- 
sion just as he waa leaving for the 
train ho mislaid the 'manuscript of 
an address he waa to deliver. He 
bad put it In his pocket and It had, 
disappeared moat mysteriously. He 
at once had recourse to player. Ha 
testlflea that Immediately It .was sug- 
gested In hla xahbd that he look In 
hla Inside vest-pocket rather than In 
the pocket of his coat, and lot the 

missing document was found. Ood 
will answer In various ways, but our 
part Is plain: "ln i everything make 
your requests known to Ood." 

The third direction to those who 
seek peace la. that our prayer should 
be offered "with thanksgiving." This 
element la ao generally omitted; aa 
Spurgeon said, "Complaint la the 
largest tribute heaven receives." But 
we may be thankful, literally, In 
everything. The very privilege of 
prayer ahould max* ua grateful, for It 
gives us access to the moat holy place. 
The fart that all cornea to ua from 
the hand of Ood ia a sure ground for 
confidence that we may be thankful 
lor ail. it win be aeeu at once that 
a grateful heart will help u* on the 
way to peace. 

Then follows a promise that 'the 
peace of God. which passeth all un- 
derstanding, shall keep (or guard; 
your hearts and mlnda (or thought*) 
in Christ Jeaua." Tfco .figure is a 
beautiful on*. We are aeeir-aaehel- 
tered In Christ aa in a fortress, whit* 
peace like a sentinel guards the door.' 
The completeneaa of our protection la 
suggested by the ezpresalon ' beans 
and thoughta," L a, the whole Inner 
man and the very workings of that 
inner man. In detail, shall be guarded 
by peace. it la to be noted that tola 
Is a definite promise to th ,*<- who aiw
